Here comes a new star in the Can 
adian constellation of luminaries, The 
Honorable Joseph Thorson, Dominion 
Minister of War Service, lately ap- 
pointed, What manner of man is thi 
new national figure? How does he 
measure up? Will he produce the 
goods? 

Herewith, I, who have known him 
for a number of years in this city of 
Winnipeg, will try to give a word pic- 
ture as he appears to me. 

Born in Winnipeg, about half a 
century ago, of Icelandic parents, his 
whole life so far has been spent in 
this city. And may I first say that o/ 
all the foreign peoples who have 
come to Canada in the past to make 
their home, there have been none 
that have been more welcome, and 
non that have proved better or more 
worthy citizens. Thrifty, honest, keen- 
ly intellectual, they have become al- 
most without exception, fine, honor- 
able and patriotic Canadians who are 
helping to make a brighter and bet- 
ter Canada than has been. 

Joe Thorson (and everybody who 
knows him at all well, calls him Joe, 
which speaks volumes) in person is 
rather tall and slight, perhaps 5 ft. 
10 or 11 inches, and of fair complex- 
ion, which is characteristic of the Ice- 
land people, He is very pleasant to 
meet, and at once you feel quite at 
ease with him. He has a pair of dark, 
twinkling eyes, accompanied by a 
smile, held in check, ready however 
to burst all restraint on the least pro- 
vocation. This, with a keenly intellec- 
tual face, a quiet, but very easy and 
gracious manner, had won for him, 
thousands of real friends, who like, at 
all times, to meet him, grasp his 
hand, and with great warmth” say, 
“Hello Joe. How glad I am to see you.” 
He is very easy of manner, not a 
hustling pusher aside fellow who has 
not a moment to spare to speak to 
a friend. 

At school he was always a 
student, bright and aggressive and 
right to the front at all times as_ is 
shown by the fact that he was chosen 
Rhodes Scholar for Manitoba. He is 
a lawyer by profession, standing high 
in his field. He was a lecturer for 
some time in the Law School and 
Dean of the Law. Society. He has 
made a deep study of constitutional 
and international law. . He was re- 
cently a delegate to the League of 
Nations at Geneva, also a Provincial 
Commissioner to inquire into the civic 
structure of the city of Winnipeg. 

In addition he has twice been elect- 
ed to the Dominion Parliament at 
Ottwa as a Liberal. And now, his 
outstanding talents have been recog- 
nized by the present appointment to 
one of the most important and exact- 
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ing posts in the service of Canada at 
this important juncture. 

Will he measure up to the important 
task before him? A man, energetic, 
scholarly, of fine ability, and splendid 
character, ambitious and courageous, 
his friends by the thousands think he 
will, and they certainly hope so. Will 
he become one of the greater lumin- 
aries of the Political Heaven? Or 
will he simply reach his zenith as cne 
of the stars of lesser brilliance? Who 
knows? Time alone will tell, His 
host of friends hope for the former. 
Such is the man Joe Thorson. .

Rehearsals are just so much bread 
and buttter to musicians, but to the 
layman standing by and _ watching 
them they have a dramatic quality 
which is hard to define but is very 
thrilling. 

In the CBC’s Winnipeg studios, for 
example, conductor and orchestra are 
rehearsing the accompaniment to Fay 
Foster’s song “My Journey’s End,” a 
piece in the manner of a negro spirit- 
ual, full of deep and moving pathos. 
The conductor sits on a raised plat- 
form, hand on hip,, guiding the music- 
ians with a smoothly waving baton. 
He seems serene and calm, lost in the 
exquisite music. But suddenly his 
face twists in a paroxysm of disgust, 
and he roars in a harsh voice- 

“Too heavy, too heavy, ‘cellos—use 
the lower part of the bow!” 

For an instant it seems as if he is 
going to murder somebody, but then 
he relaxes and the great river of mus- 
ic flows on serenely again. 

The studio door swings open, and 
the xylaphonist, drummer, tympanist, 
etc., comes in to look over his incre- 
dible collection of instruments (not 
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sali used in this accompaniment). 
The conductor seems to wake from a 
trance, 

“Did you find that hammer yet, 
Harold?” he shouts across the room. 

Harold nods and waves a wooden 
hammer, used for the chimes. 

Again the door opens, It is the bari- 
tone soloist, just arrived at the studio. 
He throws off his coat, loosens his 
tie and collar, and pulls out the score 
from his music portfolio. A'most with- 
out pausing for breath, he swings in- 
to the song, catching up the strain 
where the orchestra is carrying it. 
“Help me, guide me, lead me, Lord, 
unto my journey’s end.”’ The swelling 
harmony of the music, its pathos, its 
depth and sadness, choke the breath, 
tear at the heart-strings, But suddenly 
a terrific roar startles the assembly— 

“Watch me—watch me! You always 
get ahead of me there” 

The conductor is brandishing his 
baton, his whole being blazing with 
wrath. The movement of the orches- 
tra takes on a new tenseness, a new 
smoothness, Every eye is fixed on the 
Platform, The conductor sinks back. 
Once more his eyes become calm, the 
movement of his baton graceful and 
smooth. The music flows on in a ma- 
jestic crescendo, calmly, magnificent- 
ly, to its stunning climax.

WAVELL REVIEWS 
WAR SITUATION 


Cario— General Sir Archibald Wa- 
vell, in a farewell interview Friday 
last before leaving to become com- 
mander in chief in India, summed up 
the war situation in the Middle East, 
giving the main points as follows 

Syria— Things a bit sticky. Pro- 
gress has bbeen slow but is continu- 
ing and we hoped to overcome Vichy 
resistance before long, 

Western desert— Things in the 
western desert are satisfaciory._ the 
morale of all troops remarkably 
high. 

Gen Wavell told a group of corres 
pondents attached to his headquart- 
ers that the German attack on Russia 
gives the British Middle East forces 
a breathing spell to consolidate their 
gains. 

In a remark which he did not am- 
plify he told the newsmen— Perhaps 
I'll see some of you correspondents in 
India. 

Harti to Foresee— 

Gen. Wavell said that, if the Ger- 
mans had concentrated their air force 
in the Middle East instead of invading 
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Russia, they would have given the 
R. A. F. a “pretty difficult time,” he 
went on; 

Russia's strength lies in her great 
reserves and manpower and _ vast 
space in which to operate in case 
things go wrong. 

“British defences in the Middle 


East are now in a pretty satisfactory 
state. I don’t think any commander 
was better served than I by officers 
and men. 

“East Africa is rapidly being clean- 
ed up__.. that’s something of an 
achievement by Generals Cunningham 
and Platt, eliminating 200,000 Italian 
troops in East Africa.. 

“In the western desert, 
does not show any signs of coming 
on again after the recent activity 
when we returned to our original po- 
sitions.”

Bassano School Cadets 
Placed in Honors List 
In Rifle Shoot Contest 


London— BEagle-eyed South African 
cadets, keeping alive rifle-shooting 
despite war conditions, captured the 
King George V trophy, highest award 
to empire cadets competing in the 
1940 National Rifle Association's 
miniature contest. 

South Africa compiled an aggre- 
gate of 245,544 points, an average of 
$1,848 for each man, to win the tro- 
phy for the 1lth time since it was do- 
nated by King George in 1925. Canada, 
Great Britain and India failed to qual- 
ify while no returns were received by 
the N. R, A. from Australia and New 
Zealand, 

The competition drew 15,332  en- 
trants, 10,877 from South Africa, 
1,989 from Canada, 2,336 from Great 
Britain and 130 from India. When re- 
turns were analyzed it was found 
South Africa was the only country 
with enough entrants to form a nation- 
al team of 3,000 marksmen and was 
automaticall yawarded the trophy. 

Canada entered 115 teams, divided 
into 28 units, and placed 17 units in 
the “honors list” of the best 100 units, 
South Africa took 71 places, Great 
Britain 11 and India one. Of the total 
humber of Canadian shots, 202 were 
classed as empire marksmen and 175 
as empire Ist class marksmen. 

Victoria Sea Cadet Corps, “Rain- 
bow” units, coached by Lt.-Comdr. P. 
W. Tribe, led Canada’s bid for indiv- 
idual honors by placing fifth in the 
honors list and winning the Duke of 
Devonshire trophy. The corps scored 
an average of 94,275 for each cadet. 

Lt.Comdr, Tribe was awarded a 
bronze medal when his sea cadets fin- 
ished third in the senior imperial 
challenge shield, won by the Royal 
Grammar School, Guildford, Eng.

Toronto June 9th. — “What will the 
war-time stockings be like? Will they 
be rayon? How will they look? Are 
they wearable? Can we get them in 
all shades and sizes? How much will 
they cost? Wouldn't it help the war 
effort more if we wore cotton instead 
of silk?”

and countless others were 
the questions fired at Sead | 
of full-fashioned hosiery by a repre- 
sentative group of Canadian news- 
Paperwomen, Magazine editors and 
radio columnists at a luncheon here 
recently, The fashion writers, like all 
Canadian women, had been wondering 
what was happening to silk stockings 
now that silk imports had been re 
duced to conserve foreign exchange. 
All of them had noticed that stock-- 
ings purchased recently had had other 
materials than silk in the tops and 
feet. 

Knowing readers and 
coast were 
waiting for the answers, the fashion 
writers and commentators were ready 
with their questions, And these are 
the facts they learned from the men 
who make the stockings. 

Use Composite Yarn. 

The new Canadian wartime hosiery, 
according to present plans at least, is 
a mixture of real silk and rayon.. 
These types of stockings are going 
into production in Canadian mills 
now, but it will be some months yet 
before they become the general hose 
item on the market, Lisle is also used 
and continues to play its part in the 
tops and feet. In the ‘Mixture’ stock- 


that their 


ings fine filaments of real silk are 
twisted with filaments of the best 
available rayon to produce a ‘“com- 


posite yarn” and this yarn is used for 
knitting the leg panels of the hose. 

The new stockings are both attrac- 
tive and serviceable, for Canadian 
manufacturers intend to uphold their 
reputation as the makers of the 
world’s finest full-fashioned hosiery, 
To support their claims for the new 
“mixtures” the manufacturers at the 
luncheon in ‘Toronto displayed vari- 
ous samples of all-silk and mixture 
hose and the fashion-wise writers and 
radio commentators had difficulty in 
telling them apart. So skilfully have 
the mixtures been knitted that no 
Canadian girl need worry about sac- 
rificing her glamour hosiery! 

One minor difference, it was point- 
ed out, is to be seen in the washing 
of the mixtures. Some artificial fib- 
res become weakened when wet, so 
extra care must be taken to avoid 
rough handling or wringing of the 
new types, 

As for sacrificing full-fashioned 
hosiery entirely—far from aiding the 
war effort it would mean increasing 
unemployment and the loss of millions 
of dollars to the government, not only 
from tax revenue paid by the 28 hos- 
iery mills in the Dominion, but from 
the war savings that are being invest- 
ed in by the 7,000 hosiery workers in 
these plants. The high precision ma- 
chinery in these mills can be used for 
only one purpose— the manufacture 
of women’s fine stockings— and 
causing them to stand idle would be a 
definite economic loss to the country.
